Bigger Farms 


WINTER PARK — Bigger and 
bigger farms are coming into pro- 
duction every year, but the overall 
agricultural picture in the U. S. is 
still, by far, small operations, ac- 
cording to the research department 
of the Florida Farm Bureau. 

The Bureau points out that ap- 
proximately two thirds of all U. S. 
commercial farms sell poducts 
worth less than $5,000 per year. It 
further reveals that all commercial 
farms represent 68.8 percent of 
the total with the rest composed 
of part time,(residential and mis- 
cellaneous farms. 

A still further breakdown shows 
that 19.1 percent of the commer- 
cial farms sell products worth 
from $250 to $1,199 per year.

MIAMI—National publicity is 
not too difficult to obtain when 
you offer top notch cheese-cake 
releases and fast action superb 
pictures provid& newspaper and 
magazine editors by such able or- 
ganizations as Cypress Gardens 
or ‘the Miami News Bureau but 
when you can “make’ ‘the Satur- 
day Evening Post, Colliers or 
Fortune with pictures of una- 
dorned industrial plants, sans 
-bathing beauties, palm trees or 
power packed action you are 
really accomplishing something. 

Few privately owned utility 
companies, in the country have 
received as much national public- 
ity and favorable comment in 
top-flight national newspaper and 
magazines as the Florida Power 
& Light Company of Miami, and 
the answer is found in the fact 
that unsought recognition is de- 
served. 

The June 14 issue of Collier's 
Magazine featured an article by 


David Lilienthal. entitled, “Busi- 
ness in Bulwark of U. S.

Commenting on Lilienthal’s ar- 
ticle, McGregor Smith, president 
of Florida Power & Light Com- 
pany, said: 

“There are many instances 
where it is logical for the fed- 
eral government to produce elec- 
tric power as a by-product from 
dams -which are principally de- 
voted to navigation, irrigation or 
flood control in the development 
and conservation of our natural 
resources. . 

“But when ambitious govern- 
ment agencies try to use this as 
a springboard to socialize the en- 
tire electric industry, it is time 
to call a halt. a 

“For sometime now the Inter- 
dor Department through its 
Southeastern Power Administra- 
tion, has been trying to get 
money from Congress'to build a 
network of transmission lines in 
the Southeast that would criss- 
cross and parallel lines of exist- 
ing power companies, to distri- 
bute power from government 
dams. . 

“The public will be better serv- 
ed, wasteful use of money and 
materials avoided if the power is 
sold to private companies who 
are anxious to distribute it—pass 
the savings on to their customers 
who, as taxpayers, helped fi-
